I Valuer of the Creole Gallery Which Is Now 
on Exhibition in Chicago— Art Treas¬ 
ures Some of Which Have a 
Romantic History. 


New Orleans has performed a kindly office 
in sending its Creole art gallery to Chicago. 

This important collection of paintings, 

I which has been kept intact for forty-four 
I years hi the Crescent city, contains the works 
of those old masters whose names are well 
known to the Chicago art student but whose 
canvases have seldom, if ever, seen the shores 
j of Lake Michigan. 

Old and Interesting. 

The original catalogue of the collection, 

I published in 1847, quaintly advertises thagal- 
| lery on its front page as follows: 

A synopsis of an extensive and valuable col- 
j lection of original paintings by the best old 
masters, selected from the galleries of several 
Italian noblemen ,as the foundation of an 
American national gallery. Is now open for 
exhibition at St. Louis ball-room. 

It is the most numerous and select collection 
ever exhibited in the United States. Among 
them are the productions of Raphael Sanzio, 
Michael Angelo, Annibale Carocci, Guido,

I Mr. Armand Hawkins, the well-known col¬ 
lector of New Orleans, has charge of the Creole ! 
I gallery, which is on exhibit at 289 Wabash ave- 
j nue, where It will remain until the World’s 
Fair opens its gates . and then the paintings 
will probably be transferred to the Louisiana !

I lection numbers 309 paintings in all, but re¬ 
stricted space permits the hanging of but 133. 

Beyond the fact that many of the paintings 
Cfcme from the studios of artists who used the 
brush in the fourteenth, fifteenth or sixteenth 
I centuries, the atmosphere of romantic history 
which envelops thq greater porti n of the old 
I canvases enhances the interest always created 
[ by the antique. 

Tinged with Romance. 

Some of the age-darkened paintings were 
I brought to Louisiana from France by the 
I Casket girls, or, as the Creoles call them, “filles 
I a la cassette.” who were sent from France in 
11728 by the government, 800 strong, to become 
I the. wives of the soldiers guarding the French 
I possessions on the Gulf ..of Mexico. T)The']? 
I paintings once formed part of tjie spoils of 
1 war and have histories intimately •connected 
I with some of the most stirring times of Napo- 
|leon Bonaparte. 

The largest and one of the most notable can- 
I vases is the “Toilet of Psyche,” by Carl 
I Joseph Natoire, sometimes called the French 
IRubens. It was painted in 1761 or 1762. It 
1 was the painting seleoted by the reparation 
I committee to be sold for the benefit of the 
I widow mother of Gen. Duphat, who was as- 
I sassinated by the citizens of Rome in 1798. It. 
I formed one of the trophies taken, from Rome 
I by Napoleon Bonaparte, and was brought to 
America in 1815 by Joseph Bonaparte, who 
kept it in Bordentown, N. J,, for thirteen 
years, in charge of the painter Sully. 

It Traveled Much. 

Jerome Bonaparte took it to Baltimore, and 

I in 1835 sold it to 'James Robb, the mfllionaire 
banker of New Orleans. For fifty-five years it

.remained in the Robb mansion and wks then 
sold under order of court to Armand Hawkins, 
its Dresent owner. « 

The gem of the collection in an artistic sense 
is the uroup of a donkey, sheep and goat 
painted in 1S41 by Louis M. D. Robbe, the cele¬ 
brated Dutch artist, master of Eugene Ver- 
boeckhoven and August Bonheur, who bad 
Rosa Bonheur as a pupil. This painting, even 
to the eyes of the uninitiated, is a masterpiece. 
The work is full of atmosphere, and the van¬ 
ishing points are brought to such perfection 
that the effect upon the viewer is startling. 
It is one of those pictures which words cannot 
describe. It hung on one wall in New Orleans 
for forty-six years, without ever being taken 
down until packed for Chicago. 

Some Notable Paintings. 

A picture of historical interest to Americans 
is a portrait of Andrew Jackson by J. Amans, 
the court painter of Louis Phillipe. It was 
painted in 1839 and in 1840 was given to Gen. 

B. Plauche by his fellow-soldiers. The paint¬ 
ing is a noble exponent of Amans’ master- 
craft in drawling and flesh coloring. 

A Rubens of the collection is a group portrait 
of Frans Snyders, the Dutch still-life painter, 
and his wife. 

Two small canvases of Verboeckhoven hang 
together, and near them is an old panel 
representing St. Jerome in the desert, painted 
by Albert Durer. 

A Guilio Romano, painted in 1518, is en¬ 
titled “Raphael Violin-Player.” “Magdaleu 
with the Angels,” is the name of. a Carrocci 
which Is of peculiar interest to modern * 1 con¬ 
noisseurs. “St. Peter Weeping,” by B. Schidone, 
an artist of the sixteenth century; an interior, 
by Yon Van Loon; a group of fruit, flowers and 
a hare painted on wood, by Vidal; “Death of 
Cato.” by Pietro Testa; two paintings of six¬ 
teenth-century life, by Caravaggio; “A Lesson 
in Music,” by De Brackeleer; Murillo’s “Maca¬ 
roni-Eater” and a Madonna and Child, a 
Byzantine of the twelfth century brought to 
Louisiana by the Casket girls in 1728, are a few 
of the many that make the Creole gallery as 
interesting and valuable as any collection ever 
Exhibited in Chicago.

Mayor Washburne Says He Will Revoke the | 
License—City Hall News. 

George Hotmaii, the alleged owner of ohe sa-l 
loon at Vernon avenue and 35th street, was I 
before Justice Giennon yesterday evening - on I 
the charge of selling liquor to two minors. The! 
justice fined him $100, which was immediately | 
appealed. 

The saloon in question is owned by James! 
Appleton,and it is the one over which there has! 
been such a bitter and prolonged fight by I 
property-owners. Mayor Washburne said last! 
night that if it was true that Saloon-Keeper! 
Hofman had' been convicted his license would | 
be revoked. 

“All I know about it,” said the mayor, “is I 
what I read in the papers, and I have learned too I 
much to accept their statements. But if^I dis¬ 
cover that there has been a,bona-fide conviction I 
I shall certainly revoke the license. And it will I 
be for good and all. Those men will get no more I 
licenses, nor will any one else get one to run a| 
saloon there.”. 

Mayor Washburne thinks that his midnight- 
opening ordinance, which was defeated in the! 
council Monday night by a tie vote, will be! 
passed at the next meeting. Aid. Noble is equally | 
positive that it will not. 

“There is iio demand for it,” he said, “and 1 1 
don’t see why the mayor should insist on press- 1 
ing it. It will only cause a split in the party. If I 
it is passed we will have 2,5 j 0 saloons running! 
all night, because if one man keeps open hisT 
neighbor will haVe to do so. That would be a| 
nice condition of things, and all because a few! 
printers are said to want a glass of beer or twop 
in the night.” 

Mayor Washburne said that he thought the! 
measure would be brought up at the next meet- 1 
ing and passed. “I understand to-day,” he saiaT 
that a good many of the aldermen who voted! 
against it yesterday are now favorable to it.1 
The measure is a good one. As Chief Mc-I 
Ciaughry put it to-day, the council, passed ordij 
nances to allow men who work during the dayr 
to buy drinks and they ought to allow the samef 
privileges to night workers, of whom there are 
thousands in the city.” 

Chief Swenie said yesterday that he woult 
not grant the request of the firemen of engine] 
company No. 21, the colored company, for* 
special board to examine their application for! 
promotion. He refused yesterday to reinstate! 
Joseph Hand, a man who was discharged two! 
years ago for striking his superior officer, Capt.|

GEN. LIEB GETS EXCITED. 


Assistant Comptroller Healy Called a Lobby-] 
ing Clerk—Hot Board Meeting. 

Dan Healy, assistant comptroller of Cook 
county, was the victim of a personal attack yes-| 
terday from Commissioner Lieb of the county 
board. Mr. Healy aroused the ire of the generall 
by not responding t^ his request to send a state-1 
ment of all the moneys in the building fund, thel 
assistant comptroller referring the general tol 
the last report. After styling Mr. Healy “a| 
meddling lobbying clerk, sir,” a resolution was] 
introduced and after a lively battle was adopted 
instructing the. assistant comptroller to bring in 
an itemized account of the money expended and| 
the amounts left in the various funds. 

In support of this resolution, which was put] 
before the public-service committee after the| 
board meeting, Gen. Lieb said: 

“That man who signs himself comptroller,I 
and who is nothing but a comxjtroller’a* clerk,| 
has been making statements derogatory to this 
board. His mouth has been running for five 
months and I am tirecl and sick of it. He has 
much to say to the public, and I want to make 
him say something to this board. When a mere 
clerk jumps on this board and abuses it he is 
getting too fresh, I have stood his lobbying 
and intermed(fling as long as I can. What I 
want is a statement of the finances.. He refused 
to give a statement to mo, but perhaps he can 
be made to give one to this board.” 

Commissioner Cool took exceptions to Gen. 
Lieb’s remarks and a lively interchange of un¬ 
complimentary epithets were indulged in. The 
discussion became general and nearly every 
commissioner present took an active part 
When it came to a vote the resolution was car-I 
ried and Mr. He^ly was instructed to make the| 
report at next Friday’s meeting. 

The matters of hard coal and smoke consumj 
ers for the county hospital was referred to the 
hospital committee to report on Friday.

Nina Linn McBride, well-known id so] 
ciety circles in Milwaukee and Chicago, has be] 
gun suit for divorce against Robert H. McEridJ 
and makes sensational charges in her complaint] 
The fair plaintiff is a daughter of the late Gen| 
Sturgis of the regular army, a niece of the latd 
Dr. Louis F. Linn of St. Louis, wao was a col] 
league of Senator Benton, and at the time o| 
her marriage to Mr. McBride die widow of Col| 
H. S. Dousman of Prairie dn Chien and heires] 
to sundry lands, mortgages, bonds and money] 
to the amount of $2,00 0 .0. In addition, Mrs] 
McBride possesses a b •aufciful face and forn 
and is highly educated and a charming conver| 
sationalist. 

During the sumr; e. of 1890, which was spen] 
at Long Branch, id husband found attractions 
In New York that took him from his wife’s side 
a great deal of : he time. She became suspicious] 
and hired a deh.etive to shadow her husband] 
The result was a separation. McBride buried 
himself at Mitchell, S. D.. where he became] 
editor of the Mitchell Mail, Mrs. McBride re] 
turning to her home in Prairie du Chien. 

In the complaint served upon McBride the) 
plaintiff sets forth the fact of the marriage and 
that the issue of such marriage is one child] 
and then alleges that the defendant during 
the period which plaintiff and defendant li/edl 
.together treated the plaintiff in a cruel 
manner, using violent language toward her| 
and threatening her with assault and bodily 
harm; that his treatment was inhuman 
times and a menace to the health and safety of) 
the plaintiff and keeping her in a constant stdtil 
of alarm and fear that was highly detrimental to 
her peace of mind, comfort and happiness. It is 
further alleged that McBride made public state-] 
ments regarding the plaintiff that were calcu-| 
lated to injure her good name and reputation.

HISTORIC ART. 


Portrait of General Andrew Jackson, 
Which Was the Property of Gen¬ 
eral J. Ji. Plauche— The 
Hero of New Orleans’ 

Last Tisit to ^ 

This City. /^2 3T 2 

There is at present on exhibition in the 
show-window of P. E. Carriere’s photo¬ 
graphic establishment, No. 188 Canal street* 
a life-size portrait of General Andrew 
Jackson, painted by J. Amans in 1839 and 
presented to General J. B. Plauche by his 
fellow-soldiers. The portrait, which is the 
property ef Mr. Arman d Hawkins, the vet¬ 
eran publisher aud bookseller, recalls the 
last Yisit to this city, iu 1840, of the hero of 
the battle of New Orleans. 

It was on the 8th of January, the anni¬ 
versary of the defeat of Pakeoham and his 
English troops, that General Jackson ar¬ 
rived and was given a most enthusiastic re¬ 
ception. He was escorted from, the state- 
house to the public square in front of the 
old cathedral by the votorans of ’j .4 and ’15, 
the members of the legislature and city 
councils, and a large concourse of people. 
Arrived at the square he was conducted to 
the cathedral where au oration was deliv¬ 
ered, after which he reviewed the troops. 
In the evening the general and his suite at¬ 
tended the St. Charles Theatre, where Mr. 
J. M. Field delivered an address. General 
Jackson remained in New Orleans until 
Jan. 14, the day on which the corner-stone 
of the monument iu Jackson sou are was 
laid. The ceremonies attending this occa¬ 
sion were on a grand scale. Rev. Abbe An- 
duzo read a brief address, first in French 
and next in English, and Counselor Barton 
delivered the oration. The general left the 
city that evening after the ceremonies. 

Apropos of the portrait itself, Le Courrier, 
of date Jan. 9, 1840, says : 

“Memorial day was yesterday celebrated 
with great eclat aud great splendor by the 
veterans of the battle of New Orleans. 
Large crowds came from ever 3 r parish to 
witness the ceremonies. At an early hour 
the roll of the drums and the clangor of 
trumpets called the people to the Place 
cl’Amies with their accoutrements. The 
old classic ground was turned again into a 
camp. In the center of the square, raised 
upon a platform, facing the old cathedral, 
was the life-size portrait of General Jack- 
son, in a sitting posture. The attitude was 
a striking one. Laying upon a table, near 
by, is the constitution of the state of Ten¬ 
nessee. of which Jackson was the author in 
I 1795. The likeness is a chef d’muvre from 
J the peuoil oi Mr. Amans, who was specially 
commissioned last year to .paint it for the 
soldiers who fought under General J. B 
Plauche at the battle of New Orleans. 

J “The cathedral bell had tolled r>, and the 
I congregation had just finished singing the 
Te JDeuiu in honor of the event. When the 
gun’s echoes had died away, Piauche’s cara- 
J Miners gathered around the platform, and 
Etimuo Mazurrau, the orator of the day, in 
eloquent language, befitting the occasion 
presented the portrait to General Plauche. 

“The gallant old commander spoke of the 
event with tears iu his eyes, and said to 
I him it was a double memorial day he had 
lived long ,to wituess in this (the square) 
tune-honored spot.
